Sixteen men were believed to have 
lost their lives when the passenger 
and cargo steam er Manasco foun­ 
dered in a heavy sea off Griffith’s 
Island Saturday night, word of the 
sinking was brought tonight by the 
steam er Manitoba, which picked up 
five survivors from a life raft. 
The Manasco carried a crew of 
seventeen and was said to have 
had four passengers. 
Capt. John 
McKay, F irst Officer Osborn Long, 
Purser Arthur Middleboro, Roy Fox, 
an oiler, and B. Wallace of OII 
Springs, Ont., a passenger, were 
rescued. 
A ^ x th man, Ch'ef Engineer Tom 
McCutcheon, had been on the raft, 
but died from exposure. 
His body 
was cast into the sea to lighten 
the raft, while his clothing was 
taken for use of one of the others 
who had been on the raft fifty 
hours clad only in his underwear. 
Messages were broadcast to lake 
boats to watch for other possible 
survivors, but small hope was en­ 
tertained that others had survived 
during the 60 hours since the Ma­ 
nasco foundered.

As he arose to begin his speech, 
expending his labor views, a wild 
burst of applause swept through 
the hall.

The Markham automatic air cir­ 
culation device is shown in opera­ 
tion in the complete heating plant. 
It consists of a suction fan, oper­ 
ated by a small electric motor, lo­ 
c a t e d in the upper part of the fur* 
Pace, which serves to boost the 
warm air an increased distance 
through the pipes. 
Mr. Markham has been experi­ 
menting on the device for the last 
two years, and recently filed appli­ 
cation for a patent with the U. S. 
patent office. 
“There are numerous advantages 
to the automatic 
air 
circulation 
system,” 
Mr. Markham 
explains. 
“In large homes where there is 
some difficulty in making rooms on 
the second floor 
comfortable., on 
cold days, the device 
serves 
to 
boost the warm air to these quar­ 
ters. 
When a fire is started on 
a cold morning, the warm air is 
sent up to the rooms almost imme­ 
diately. 
Great savings in fuel are 
also effected because of the in­ 
crease in the heating plant’s effici­ 
ency. 
“An added feature is that in the 
summer time, the furnace takes 
the place of a ventlating system 
similar to those used in theatres 
and other large buildings, operat­ 
ing on the same principle as the 
electric fan.”

Left-handed people are not ab­ 
normal. 
Even though 95 percent 
of us use the right hand for acts 
requiring accuracy and attention, 
and only 5 per cent use the left. 
Most of the nerve fibers In the 
brain controlling motion cross to 
the opposite side in 
the 
upper 
part of the spinal cord, 
so 
the 
right side of the brain controls 
the motion of the left side of the 
body, and the left side of the 
brain controls the right. (It is be­ 
cause of this crossing of the fi­ 
bres that an injury to one side of 
the brain affects the other side of 
the body.) 
Does this mean, then, that left 
handed persons have a somewhat 


If it is true that the 
greater 
use of one side of the body de­ 
velops the opposite side 
of 
the 
brain a little more, it seem s logic­ 
al to suppose that the training in 
the use of both hands, m aking us 
am bidextrous, 
would 
cause 
a 
greater developm ent of both sides 
of the brain and therefore would 
be normal and desirable. In fact, 
there are quite a number of auth­ 
orities who advocate am bidexter­ 
ity for this reason. 
H owever, ev­ 
en the am bidextrous person 
w ill 
do the finer things requiring at­ 
tention with the sam e hand; so 
this 
am bidexterity 
would 
not 
cause any disturbance. 
Left-handedness is 
known 
to 
have existed in prehistoric tim es, 
for som e of the prehistoric im ple­ 
m ents show that they were made 
for left-handed persons. 
Do you know that a left-handed 
person is also left-legged and the 
right-handed person, is right-leg­ 
ged? 
The cause of left-handedness is 
not known. 
Num erous 
theories, 
such as the one I spoke 
of— the 
greater developm ent of the right 
side of the brain than the left— 
and im itation in children, habits, 
etc., have been thought 
of. 
The 
m ost probable cause is h e r e d ity 
Some authors believe that right- 
handedness and 
left-handednes.s 
are rem nants of 
our 
primitive 
ancestors, who in 
their 
fig h ts 
with beasts and each other, used 
either the 
right 
or 
left 
hand. 
Those who used the lig h t wert 
more successful, for w ith the oth­ 
er hand they protected the heart;

The “Safety * City” 
exhibit 
is 
made up of the movie set used in 
the film, “Little Old New York,” 
with some changes to give it the 
appearance of the city of Detroit. 
The river front is shown, with a 
fleet of vessels and a hydroelectric 
power plant. The old home of Col. 
Lindbergh has been placed in the 
set, and on the outskirts of the city 
are shown the Ford Airport with 
ts beacon and aeroplanes in mid­ 
air. in the background can be seen 
the Penobscot building. Book-Cadll- 
lac hotel and other Detroit sky­ 
scrapers. 
Miniature automobiles crawl along 


the streets, their headlights glar­ 
ing, since the objects are electric­ 
ally controled. Virtually every de­ 
tail in metropolitan life is graphic­ 
ally shown in the “Safety City" 
exhibit. 
Teaches Safety Lessons. 
The chief object of this model 
city is to help teach safety les­ 
sons so vitally im portant to man, 
woman and child, who would pro­ 
tect themselves against the traffic 
dangers of a

metropolitan 
city. 
Its thousands of moving parts 
include over 200 automobiles and 
other vehicles, motorbuses, street 
cars, trains, boats and more than

and

graveyard, 


those who have disobeyed 
safety rules 
have

Street and country-side scenes 
are dotted with replicas of those 
things fam iliar to the automobile 
driver, and the dangers of driving 
under varying conditions are most 
vividly portrayed, including 18 va­ 
rious causes of traffic disasters.

sold oil leases on ground already 
leased tor gas. 
Discovery of oil 
by the bolder of a gas lease re ­ 
quires him to surrender the flow­ 
ing well to the man who 
par- 
i based the oil rights, the latter 
paying expenses incurred in drill­ 
ing. 
The same rule applies con­ 
versely when gas is struck by an 
oil lea se holder. 
A trick of the trade has caused 
the government to place five con­ 
servation officers in

Osage 
fields to see that the leases are 
respected. 
A driller can 
"mud 
off’ gas and drill to a deeper oil 
sand, instead of giving the gasser 
to its lawful owner.

I quart onions, chopped. 
I quart small cucumbers, sliced 
thin.

3 green peppers, cut fine

move seeds). 
4 quarts water. 
1 pint salt. 
Pour salt and water over vege­ 
tables and heat enough to scald. 
Turn into colender and drain. 


T O M A T O C A T S U P . 
6 quarts tomatoes. 
lh cup brown sugar. 
3 tablespoons salt. 
Uh tablespoons black pepper. 
lh tablespoon ground cloves. 
2 tablespoons ground cinnamon. 
I tablespoon allspice. 
I 1-4 cups vinegar. 
Remove stem s from tomatoes, cut 
into small pieces; put all ingredi­ 
ents together in kettle and allow

that there was no such danger. 
A packing firm asked for the 
conditions under which cold stor­ 
age rabbits could
